CHA.PTER 1 . 


GENERAL. 

Sniroduetorv- 

Jha/awar is an Indian State in Rajputana with an area of %\o square miles 
■and a population of 96,182 {census of 1921). It consists of two detached parts. 
The main portion which comprises the Capital., Jhalrapatan, is serpentine in shape 
and is about 85 miles long- and from q, to iq miles broad. It is bounded on the 
north and the north-east by the Koiah State, and on the other sides by the outlying 
districts of Gwalior, Indore, Dewas and Tank . States. ' The second portion is a 
very small tract, known as Kirpapur, situated between the outlying districts of 
Gwalior and Mewar States.. 

Revenue -. — The gross revenue of the State, for the year under report, amount- 
ed to Rs. 8,50,318/4/11, the average of the last five years being about Rs. 7,51,771/-. 

Imperial Tribute-. — The usual annual tribute payable by the State to the 
Government is Rs 30,000/, but owing to the critical financial condition of the 
State, the Government of India were pleased in 1922 to sanction the suspension of its 
payment for the present. 

Ruling Family:— The present Ruler of the State, His Highness the Maharaj 
Rana Sir Shri Bhaw'ani Singhji Bahadur, K. C. S. L, belongs to the Jhala clan of 
Rajputs and is now 51 years of age. His Highness has one son Maharaj Kumar 
Rajendra Singhji Bahadur who was born on the 15th July, 1900, and has also been 
blessed with a grandson, Bhanwarji Shri Virendra Singhji Bahadur, who was bom 
on the 27th September 1921, at Oxford (England). 

Agency Officials: — The Hon’ble Sir R. E. Holland, K. C. I. E., I. C. S. held 
charge of the Rajputana Agency upto the nth March, 1925, when he was releived 
by Lt. Col. A. D. Maepherson I. A., who remained in charge of the office for a 
short period of about 5 months. He was succeeded by Lt. Col. S. B. A. Patterson, 
C. I. E., 1 . A., who remained in charge of the Agency upto the end of the year 
under report. 

The Jhalawar State remained under direct political relations with the Agent 
to the Governor General throughout the year. 

JVcovements 0] 3Cis Kighness and tlie PvOyoI 5aniilY« 

Shri Maharaj Kumar Bahadur, Shrimati Kanwaraniji Sahiba and Shri Bhan- 
warji Sahab returned from Mussoorie to Jhalrapatan on the 25th October, 1924. 

His Highness the Maharaj Rana Bahadur returned from Mussoorie on the 6th 
November, 1924. visiting Chhatrapur (Central India), Datia (Central India), Agra 
and Fatehpur Siltri enroute. 
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Trip to Districts-. —His Highness accompanied by Sfari Maharaj Kumar Baliadur, 
Shrimati Kanwaraniji Sahiba, Bhanwaiji Sahab,.Lt. Colonel R. A. E. Benn, the 
Administrator, Bohra Govind Lalji, the Palace Member, and Pandit Shiva Kumaiji,' 
the Revenue Member, went out camping in the districts on the 8th February, 1925, 
reaching Cboumebla the next day, and after visiting Gangdhar, Dag, Awar and 
Misroli returned to the Capital on the 17th February, 1925. 

His Highness paid an official visit on the i8th February, 1925, to His Holiness 
Mullah Saiyadna Tahir Saifuddin Sahab at Jhalrapatan City. 

His Highness left for Pachpahar on the 20th February 1925, and returned to 
the Capital on the 21st. 

His Highness went to Kotah on the 25th February, 1925, to say good-bye 
to Sir Robert Holland K. C. I. E. the retiring Agent to the Governor-General 
in Rajputana. 

His Highness Left for Choumehla Station on the ist March, 1925, to see the 
adjustment of the new spans of the bridge over the Chhoti Kali Sindh river, return- 
ing to the Capital the same day. 

His Highness left for Bombay on the 7th April, 1925, and from there 
sailed for Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand on the 14th April by the 
SS “Soudan", Lt. Colonel R. A. E. Benn accompanying him as his Private Secretary. 
The party reached Colombo on the i8th April and from there sailed for Australia 
by the SS “Cathay” and reached Freemantle on the 27th April. After visiting 
Australia, Tasmania, and New Zealand, His Highness left Wellington by the SS 
“Ionic" on the 28th July and voyaging via the Panama Canal reached Southampton 
on the 4th September and London on the 5th September, 1925.

The Birthday of Her Majesty the Queen Empress was celebrated on the 
1st of December, 1924. and that of His Highness the Maharaj Rana Bahadur on 
the day following. 

Owing to continued absence and his gross failure in the discharge of duties, His 
Highness dispensed with the services of Pandit Shyamshankerji M. A., Bar-at-Law, 
who was acting as the Foreign Member of the Council and also as His Highness' 
Private Secretary. The Pandit's Jag’r was resumed, but His Highness was 
graciously pleased to settle a monthly allowance of Rs 60/- for lifetime on his wife 
at Benares and also granted her a lump cash payment of Rs. 1,500/- 

On the 9th January, 1925, Bhaya Shadi Lalji, B. A., LL. B., was appointed 
permanently as the Foreign and Judicial Member of the State Council, in place of 
Pandit Shyam Shankar ji, whose services were dispensed with. He also held 
charge of the Education Department, as Director of Education, and worked as His 
Highness’s Private Secretary. 
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The Sanads hearing the titles of “Jain Dharma Divaker"and of “ Prachya 
Vidya Maharnava” awarded bjy the “All India Sahitya Sanga” Calcutta, to Rai Sahab 
Seth Lalchandji B. Sethi and to Pdt. Giridharlalji Shaima respectively, were deli- 
vered by His Highness to the recipients on Sunday the i Jth Janu^ 1925. 

His Highness laid the foundation stone of the Lachman Dharamshala at 
Jhalrapatan City on the 23rd January, 1925. 

His Highness proceeded in state to Bhaya Shadilalji’s house on the 26th Feb- 
ruary, 1925, to do the honour of Padhravani to hini and to partake of his hospitality 
■on the occasion of his daughter’s wedding. 

His Highness paid a similar visit to Dhabai Nathoo Lalji on the 27th February, 
a 925, on the occasion of his daughter’s wedding. 

His Highness laid the foundation stone of the Lonkaran 'Girls’ School at 
Jhalrapatan City on the 2nd April, 1925. 

All Offices were closed on the 9th June, J925, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of His late Highness the Maharaja Scindia Bahadur of Gwalior. 

His Majesty the King Emperor’s birthday was celebrated as usual on the 3rd 
June, 1925, a royal salute having been fired at day break, a Durbar held in the 
morning and prisoners released. 

Shri Maharaj Kumar’s birthday was observed on the 1 5th July, 1925, and that 
of Shri Bhanwarji on the 2 7th September, 1925. 

All Offices were closed on the 7th September, 1925, and a general mourning 
observed on the demise of the Jiji Bai Sahiba of Alwar (His Highness the present 
Maharajd. of Alwar’s grand-mother). 

Srnportant visils. 

The Hon’ble Sir Robert Erskine Holland K. C. I. E., C. V. O. L C, S., Agent 
to the Governor General in Rajputana, accompanied by the Secretary and staff paid 
a visit to Jhalrapatan on the 3rd December, 1924, and after a halt of 8 days at the 
Prithvi Vilas Palace lefc on the i ith December, 1924. 

Mr. J. A. Pope, Excise Commissioner for Central India visited Jhalrapatan on 
the 3rd December, 1924, to discuss certain matters connected with the cultivation 
of opium and after a stay of one day returned to Indore on the morning of the 
5th December, 1924. 

The Maternal uncle to His Highness the Thakur Sahab of Wadhwan came 
here on the 6th February, 1925, with an invitation from His Highness to his own 
wedding and returned after a halt of a few days. 

Lord and Lady Swaytbling arrived here and were guests of His Highness from 
the 22nd to the 24th of February, 1925. 

Miss abbott arrived here on the 12th March, 1925, and left on theisih. 
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Mr. B. L. Dhanna, Superintendent of Archaeology with the Government of 
India, arrived here on the 27th July, 1925, to inspect objects of archaeological interest 
in Jhalawar and after a halt of two days returned on the 29th. 

Mr. McGinn, Joint Opium Officer, Maivva States, arrived here on the 
20th September, 1925, at 9 A M. to discuss certain matters relating to the Joint 
Opium Scheme, and left the same evening for Neemuch. 


chapter II. 

^Administration of the State. 

The Administration of the State was carried on by Lt, Col. R. A. E. Benn, 
C. I. E., I. A., (Retd.), the Administrator, assisted by a Council comprising of the 
following members having charge of the departments mentioned against their 
names: — 

1. Thakur Umrao Singh ji, Sahas Diwaker, Home & Military Member: — 
His Highness’s Houshold, Stables, Atala, Guests department, Gardens, Earkhana 
jat, Army, Gunijan — khana and workshop. 

2. Bohra Gobind Lai ji. Palace Member:— The Zenana Palace Department, 
Toshakhana, Oberi, Hawalas, Bera Zaifan and Festivals. 

3. Bhaya Shadi Lai ji B. A., LL. B., Foreign & Judicial Member;— Medical 
Department, Education Department, Walterkrit Committee, Appellate Court, 
Diwani, Founjdari, Jail, Police, Stamps and Registration. 

4. Thakur Sheo Nath .Singhji, Finance Member:— Accounts office, Public 
Works Department, Treasuiy, Tribute, Pensions, Punyarth, Rozinadars, Travelling 
and Relations. 

5. Pandit Shiva Kumar Chaturvedi, B. A. Revenue Member: — Revenue, 
Customs, E.xcise, Opium Forests, and Parganat. 

Shri Maharaj Kumar Bahadur was directed by His Highness to attend 
the meetings of the Council and to work as a temporary Member during his absence 
on his Colonial Tour. 

On the 7th January', 1925, the Chief Revenue Officer of the State was 
authorised to pass sentences of fine up to a limit of Rs iooo/-in offences pertaining 
to the Customs & E.vcise; 

At the instance of the Chief Revenue Officer, the export duty on cows was 
reduced from Rs jj-to Rs 3/-per head, with effect from the 20th April, 1925. 

By an order of the Council dated the nth May, 1925, the Jagirdar of Sedra 
was forbidden to e.xerc!se Civil and Criminal powers in his Jagir Village, a Privilege 
wliich be had appropriated to himself against the wishes of the Durbar. 
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Food grains imported into the State for the ultimate purpose of being re-exported 
"prere considered to be in transit for one week only, after which period the rule was 
that if they were re-exported the usual export duty was charged on them. This 
‘rule affected the import very prejudicially with the result that the scarcity of 
food grains was felt in the market for the greater part of the year. It was accordingly 
'Ordered on the 19th May, 1925, that any food grains imported in Jhalawar for the 
ultimate purpose of re-export could be held in stock for an unlimited period and 
re-exported free of duty at the importer’s will — the holder on his part agreeing to 
■part with such stocks at any time at market rates to meet local requirements. 

It is most gratifying to note that the State has during this year been freed of all 
'debts and other liabilities. 

It is also gratifying to note that about 5 new villages have been populated 
this vear. 
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CHAPTER III.

Thakiir Shiva Nath Singhji contintied to hold charge of the Accounts Depart- 
ment throughout the year under report. 

Budget:— The. Budget for the Samvat year 1981 worked very satisfactorily so 
far as the financial result is concerned. The total ordinary receipts for the year 
amounted to Rs. 8,54,045/- against the estimate of Rs. 7,31,350/-, showing an e.’ccess 
of Rs. 1,22,695/-. The notable increases were under the following heads: —

The timely and well distributed rainfall, the satisfactory outturn of Kharif and 
Rabi crops including cotton & poppy and the steady reclamation of fallow lands, are 
mainly responsible for the enhanced receipts under the four lieads noted above. 

The other items on the receipt side for which no estimate was made in the 
Budget, namely, Hawalgi, Taqavi and Amanat were responsible for contributing 
Rs. 43,981/- to the actual receipts for the year under report.

In addition to the g heads noted above P. W. D. also shows an excess of 
Rs. 7,054/-, blit this excess is due to the fact that the amount advanced to the P,W.D, 
in Samvat year 1980 for the construction of certain works, was adjusted during the 
year under report and shown under the head P. W. D. along with this year’s Bud- 
getted Expenditure, which includes extra expenditure incurred during the year on 
certain unavoidable works such as general repairs etc. 

Thus the total excess under different heads on the expenditure side amounts to 
Rs. 34,043 + 7,054 = Rs. 41,097 . But as this excess has been partly covered by 
savings under other heads, it has dwindled to Rs. i9,639/-only.

Item No: i, i. e. Rs. 1,368-10-3 was due to Messers Seth Binodiram Balchand 
of Patan on account of the loss sustained by them on the sale of War Bonds purchased 
on behalf of His Highness during the Great War. This loss was made good to the 
Seths during the year under report, while the sum of Rs. 1,20,145-13-4 was deposited 
with the Seths to bear interest at 6 % per annum until the close of the financial 
Samvat year, 1982, when it was proposed to utilise the said amount of deposit together 
with the interest accrued due thereon in payment of the loan due to them by 
the. State.

It was found possible to slightly raise the estimates under heads Nos: i, 2, 6 & 7 
while the estimates under heads Nos 3, 4 & 5 had to be curtailed. The most pro- 
minent decrease is under the head "Opium”, which is due to the fact that under the 
orders of the Government of India poppy cultivation has been reduced by 50 % . 
The remaining slight decreases hardly call for an explanation. 

The estimated expenditure for Samvat year 1982 has been based on the Budget 
-estimates of last year, with this difference that a sum of Rs. 50,000/- which has 
hitherto appeared annually on the expenditure side of the Budget as a provision for 
the liquidation of debts, has been eliminated this year owing to the debts having 
now been extinguished. On the other hand two of the most important items, which 
could no longer be left out, had to be included in the estimated expenditure for 
Samvat 1982 namely (a) General increment of a few annas only per head (as funds 
would not permit more) to the more poorly-paid employees of tlic State, amounting 
to Rs. 12,162/-, and (b) Grade and other increments due to some people 
amounting to Rs. 14,971/-.

CHAPTER IV. 

Revenue JV.dtT\it\istratton. 

Personnel . — Pandit Shiva Kumar Chaturvedi, B. A., Vidya Vinod, M. R. A. S. 
remained incharge of the Revenue Department throughout the year under report. 

Divisions for revenue purposes-.— as revenue purposes the main portion of the 
State is divided into four Tehsils viz, Patan, Pachpahar, Dag and Gangdhar, 
each Tehsil being in charge of a Tehsildar. The Tehsildars in addition to their 
main duty of carrying on revenue, excise and customs administration are also invested 
with Judicial powers, both Civil and Criminal. The isolated tract of Kirpapur is 
under the direct supervision of Tehsil Pachpahar. The four Tehsils and the tract 
of Kirpapur are all under the direct control of Malsadar (the Head Olhce of the 
Revenue Department). 

Area -. — The total area of land, according to professional survey is 5,27,210 acres, 
out of which 147,324 acres were, in the year under report, Jagir and Muafi holdings 
leaving 3,76,886 acres as Khalsa lands. Jinswar records, as detailed below', are 
available for 3,69,704 acres of Khalsa lands only; those for Kirpapur (10,182 acres)

IVag-es and Labour:— ’Bcre some years the supply of labour lias been very 
inadequate to the demand both in Towns and Districts with the result that the rates 
of wages have been showing a steady tendency to rise. 


Grass and Fodder : — The supply of fodder was fairly good. 





Weather & Crop -. — The monsoon broke in late this year there being practically 
310 rain in the month of June. But in the ist week of July to 3 inches of rain 
fell in nearly all the Tehsils which enabled the sowing operations to be commenced. 
The condition of the standing crop remained good upto the third week of August 
.and then all of a sudden it began to rain incessantly with the result that the standing 
crops were greatly damaged. The Makka crop suffered the most as the weeding 
operations could not be proceeded with. The condition of the grain market 
was stationaiy.

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CHAPTER V.

Genera/^:— The Administration of Civil and Criminal Justice in the State is 
conducted in accordance with the law laid down in the State Civil and Criminal 
Codes, in which the spirit ofrthe British Indian Codes is generally followed. 

Personnel — There was no change in the personnel of the Judicial Department 
during the year. 

1. Police. 

Mir Bbnyad Ali held charge of the office of Superintendent of Police through- 
out the year under report. 

Table IV. gives the details of the strength and cost of the Police Force, and 
Tables V. and VI. give results of the working of the Police Department.

Powers of the Courts, 

(i) Criminal'.— The Tehsil Courts can pass sentences of imprisonment upto 
one month and of fine not exceeding Rs. 30/- with the exception of the officers 
in charge of the Tehsils of Gangdhar and Pachpahnr who have been empowered by the 
Durbar, to pass sentences of imprisonment upto one year and of fine upto Rs. 2Co/-. 

Above the Tehsil Courts, on the criminal side, is the Foujdari Ai^alat 
(Magistrate’s Court) which has powers to pass sentences upto two years’ imprison- 
ment and of fine not exceeding Rs. 300/-, Above the Adalat Foujdari is the Adalat 
Appeal (Appellate Court) which can pass any sentence allowed by Law, with the 
exception of the sentence of death which has to be confirmed by His Highness. 
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( ii) Civil-. — The Tehsil Courts try all cases upto the value of Rs. loo/- with the 
exception of the two Tehsils of Pachpahar and Gangdhar which have been specially 
empowered by the Darbar to try cases upto the value of Rs, 500/-. 

The Adalat Diwani tries all suits involving claims upto the value of Rs, 5000/-, 
and the Appellate Court all cases in which the amount of claim exceeds that limit. 

Appeals and Revisions-.— 1l\\q Adalats, Diwani and Foujdari, exercise appellate 
and revisional powers over the Tehsil Courts whereas the Appellate Court exercises 
similar powers over both the Civil and Criminal Courts, Appeals from the Appellate 
Court are preferred to the State Council, which virtually occupies the place of the 
High Court in British India and as such enjoys all the Appellate and Revisional 
powers conferred by law on that Court, A final appeal usually lies to His Highness, 

Criminal Cases. 

APPELLATE COURT (i) Original side: — The number of cases filed 
during the year was 41 as against 52 of last year. Out of the 99 persons dealt 
with, 32 were under-trial prisoners of last year, 50 were arrested by Police, 7 on 
warrant, 3 appeared voluntarily, and the remaining 7 were arrested in the presence 
of the Magistrate, Out of the persons implicated, 42 were acquitted, 36 convicted, 
2 died, and 19 remained under trial at the end of the year, 

APPELLATE COURT (ii) Appellate side: — There were 16 appeals 
from the lower court. Out of these, in 4 cases the Judgment of the Lower Court was 
confirmed, in 8 modified, and in 3 reversed, and i case remained pending at the 
close of the year, 

ADALAT FOUJDARI (f) Original j/o^si-The number of offences 
reported during the year was 289 as compared with 306 of the previous year. Out 
of the 582 persons dealt with in these cases including 142 under-trial persons of the 
last year, 360 were acquitted, 133 convicted, 8 died, and 81 remained under trial 
at the end of the year, 

ADALAT FOUJDARI (ii) There were only 7 appeals 

to the Foujdari Adalat, from the Tehsil Courts, out of which in 2 cases the judg- 
ment was confirmed, and the proceedings in 5 cases rejected, 

TEHSIL COURTS:-(s2(s cases and 881 persons were tried during the year, 
as compared with 539 cases and 642 persons of the last year. Out of the persons 
tried, 85 were the under trial prisoners of the last year, 171 were arrested by Police, 
and 625 appeared on summons. Out of these 650 persons were acquitted, 200 con- 
victed, and 3 1 were left untried at the end of the year, (Vide Appendices VIII & IX,) 

Civil Cases. 

APPELLATE COURT:— (i) Original side-. — \ suit was pending from 
last year, and 3 were filed during the year. Of these 4 cases, 2 were disposed of 
during the year, and 2 remained pending at the end of the year under report, 

APPELLATE COURT (ii) Appellate - There w'ere 55 appeals 
including 17 of the last year, of which 36 were disposed of during the year. The 
judgment of the Lower Court "was confinned in 16 cases, reversed in 8, amended in 6, 
6 cases were compromised and 19 cases remained pending at the end of tlie year. 
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ADALAT DIWANI (/) Original side-.— •jo cases were pending from 
last year to Which were added 251 cases instituted during the year or received by 
transfer or on remand, making a total of 32 1 cases. Out of this number 242 were 
disposed of during the year under report and 79 remained pending at the close 
of the year. 

• ADALAT DIWANI {it) Appellate side -. — There were 48 appeals 
including 1 1 of the last year. Of these 34 were disposed of during the year under 
report and 14 remained pending at the close of the year. 

TEHSIL COURTS-. — H'no, total number cf cases filed, including 188 of the 
last year, was 570. Out of these 466 were disposed of during the year leaving a 
balance of 104. Of the 382 cases instituted during the year, 370 related to money 
transactions, i pertained to landed property and 11 to other rights. (Vide 
Appendices X and XII.) 

EXECUTION OF DECREES-.— Ntogdla&x 702 applications including 
314 of the last year, for the execution of decrees, relating to claims amounting to 
Rs. 1)72,503-13-^ were on the register during the year under review. Of these 
applications 412 of the value of Rs. 71,919-2-11 were disposed of during the year 
and 290 of the value of Rs. 1,00,584-10-1! remained pending at the end of the year. 
(Vide Appendix XI).

Munshi Shambhu Dayal Danish remained in charge of this Department thro- 
ughout the year under report. 

170 documents were presented during the year for registration as compared 
with 170 of the last year. The number of the documents registered was made up 
of 50 Mortgage Deeds, 64 Sale Deeds, 33 Wills, 20 Money Bonds and 3 miscella- 
neous deeds.

Pandit Badri Lai Sharma remained in charge of the Central Jail, at, Chhaoni, 
Jhalrapatan, where all the prisoners, except those sentenced in the districts to short 
terras of imprisonment (not exeeding one month) are sent to serve their terms of 
incarceration. 

The building which is a large quadrangular pucca one, is divided into two parts 
with 2 yards. Tns inner building has accommodation for 164 prisoners with separate 
arrangements for under-trial prisoners, and the outer one has rooms for different in- 
dustries, such as the manufacture of carpets, blankets, durries, cloth and also printing 
and book binding. The printing is done for the State as well as for private persons, 
and the manufactured articles are sold to the public. Articles are often made to the 
order of private individuals. The average daily number of prisoners during the 
year was 50-47 as compared with 33-55 of the last year. 

II. MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 

Mohammad Abdul Ghafoor Khan and Thakur Nahar Singh continued to work 
as Bakhshi and Naib Bakhshi Fouj throughout the year.

The expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 643/-. 

Parmanand Hostel: —The total number of boarders at the end of the^ year 
was 7 (all Rajputs). Out of which 6 came out successful in their respective 
examinations. 

Pandit Dinkar Rao Sapre remained in charge of the Hostel throughout the 
year under report. 

Allthe boarders are provid edwith food, clothing, books, etc. fiee of charge. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Charge '. — Piusb Pani Dr. Ram Lai L. M. S. remained in charge of the Depart- 
ment throughout the year. 

—There was no change under this head during the year under report, 
with the exception that the dispensary at Awar, which was closed in October 1922, 
was reopened during the year. 

Mcicorology . — The monsoon broke during the month of June and the rainfall 
was below the normal all over the State. 

At first the rainfall was regular and the crops held out hopeful prospects, but 
it became scanty during the months of August and September, and the hope.s of a 
favourable prospect were believed. The amount of rainfall appears to be too 
insufheient to inspire good hopes for the succeeding crops. If the winter rains are 
not copious enough the scarcity of water would be generally felt. 

The highest rainfall recorded was 31- 63 inches at Chhaoni and the lowest 
20' 57 inches at Gangdhar. (Vide Appendix XVII.)

Saniiaiion\~'Y.\\Q sanitary arrangements were carried on as usual. The intro- 
duction of steel carts, in the municipality though indispensable for sanitary purposes, 
has not yet been effected in Chhaoni. 

Epidemics -.— was no epidemic of any sort during the year, with the 
exception of 14 cases of influenza which occured at Salria village in Tehsil Gangdhar. 

Vaccimition'.—ThcxG was no change in the vaccination staff during the year 
underreport. Vaccination operations commenced on the i6th September, 1924, 
and terminated on the 15th April, 1925. Altogether 2,330 cliildren were vaccinated 
this year as against 2,116 of the previous year. Of these 498 cases were inspected 
by the Chief Medical Officer, the inspection tour extending over 84 villages. The 
percentage of success amongst the cases, e.xainined by the Chief Medical Officer, 
was 9779, the average cost of eacli succcs.sful case being 32 pies. 

Jail: —The health of the prisoners was generally goodT. There were 
95 admissions to the Hospital with a daily average attendance of 3-67, the average 
daily strength of the Jail being 50 S2. There were no deaths. 

Imancsi—llhcTC were no insanes under treatment this year.
